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SUBJECT: VISIT OF FOREIGN MINISTER PATTERSON: UNDER 
SECRETARY'S LUNCH 

1 . SUMMARY: IN COURSE OF VERY CORDIAL MARCH 4 LUNCHEON 
HOSTED BY UNDER SECRETARY HABIB. THE QUESTION OF JOINT 
ECONOMIC TEAMS WAS FURTHER DISCUSSED, AND A FOLLOWING 
WORKING LEVEL MEETING DEFINED SOME OF THE OBJECTIVES 
AND MODALITIES OF THE PROPOSED TEAMS. 

UNDER SECRETARY HABIB 

ASSURED PATTERSON THAT WE SEEK BETTER RELATIONS AND WANT 
TO ASSIST JAMAICA, EMPHASIZING THAT THE CIA HAS NOT HAD 
AND WILL NOT HAVE ANY RELATIONSHIP WITH THE JAMAICAN 
OPPOSITION. HABIB NOTED THE LIMITATIONS ON US ASSISTANCE 
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AND STRESSED THE IMPORTANCE OF COOPERATION WITH THE IMF. 
THROUGHOUT THE DISCUSSIONS, IT WAS CLEAR THAT BOTH THE US 
AND JAMAICAN SIDES ARE THINKING IN TERMS OF A MULTI- 
LATERAL EFFORT TO ASSIST JAMAICA IN MEETING ITS ECONOMIC 
PROBLEMS. END SUMMARY. 

2. IN FOLLOW UP TO THE SECRETARY'S MARCH 3 MEETING WITH 
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FOREIGN MINISTER PATTERSON, UNDER SECRETARY HABIB HOSTED 
A WORKING LUNCH AT THE DEPARTMENT MARCH 4. IN BEFORE- 
LUNCH CONVERSATION ALONE WITH PATTERSON AND AMBASSADOR 
RATTRAY, UNDER SECRETARY HABIB MADE THE FOLLOWING POINTS: 

A. THIS ADMINISTRATION IS INTERESTED IN THE CARIBBEAN 
AND MEANS TO DEVELOP A COHERENT CARIBBEAN POLICY. WE 
DO NOT SEE JAMAICA IN ISOLATION BUT RATHER AS THE CENTER 
OF THE ENGLISH SPEAKING CARIBBEAN. 

B. WE HAVE A GREAT DEAL IN COMMON AND WE WANT TO BUILD 
ON OUR COMMON INTERESTS AND TRADITIONS TO IMPROVE OUR 
RELATIONS. 

C. THE CIA DID NOT SUPPORT THE OPPOSITION IN THE RECENT 
ELECTION. THERE WAS NO RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN THE CIA 
AND THE OPPOSITION AND THERE WILL BE NONE. (THIS 
ASSURANCE WAS DELIVERED VERY FORCEFULLY.) 

D. DESTABILIZATION IS ABSOLUTELY INCONSISTENT WITH U.S. 
INTERESTS. WE WANT TO SEE A HEALTHY, GROWING, SUCCESSFUL 
JAMAICA AND THAT IS THE THRUST OF OUR JAMAICA POLICY. 

E. WE WANT TO BE HELPFUL, BUT THERE ARE LIMITS TO 
WHAT WE CAN DO. WE MUST SIT DOWN AND CONSIDER JOINTLY 
WHAT IS POSSIBLE WITHIN OUR BUDGETARY AND LEGISLATIVE 
CONSTRAINTS. 

3. THE UNDER SECRETARY ALSO REFERRED TO THE DIFFICULTIES 
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WHICH THE REVERE DISPUTE CAUSES US. PATTERSON SAID THAT 
HIS GOVERNMENT WILL BE SUPPLYING ADDITIONAL INFORMATION 
ON THIS PROBLEM TO OPIC, REFERRING TO HIS EARLIER CON 
VERSATION MARCH 4 WITH OPIC PRESIDENT MARSHALL MAYS. 
(MEETING WITH OPIC BEING REPORTED SEPTEL.) 

4. DURING LUNCH MUCH OF THE CONVERSATION REVOLVED AROUND 
PATTERSON'S EARLIER SUGGESTION TO THE SECRETARY FOR THE 
ESTABLISHMENT OF JOINT TECHNICAL TEAMS. IT WAS AGREED 
THAT THE TEAMS SHOULD BE CONVENED IN KINGSTON 

AFTER THE GOJ PRODUCES ITS PRODUCTION PROGRAM, I.E., 

EARLY APRIL. PATTERSON SUGGESTED THAT A WORKING LEVEL 
MEETING BE CONVENED EVENING MARCH 4 TO CONSIDER FURTHER 
THE MODALITIES AND OBJECTIVES OF SUCH TEAMS. 

(SEE PARA 7 BELOW.) 

5. UNDER SECRETARY HABIB SEVERAL TIMES MENTIONED THE 
IMPORTANCE OF COOPERATION WITH THE IMF. PATTERSON 
EXPLAINED GOJ DIFFICULTIES WITH THE IMF DEVALUATION 
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PRESCRIPTION, NOTED THAT THE GOJ WILL BE MEETING WITH 
THE IMF IN APRIL AFTER THE PRODUCTION PROGRAM IS AN- 
NOUNCED, AND SAID "WE ARE REALLY VERY ANXIOUS TO PERSUADE 
THE IMF THAT WHAT WE ARE DOING IS IN OUR BEST INTERESTS 
AND IN LINE WITH THEIR VIEWS". 

6. PATTERSON ALSO RAISED AS SUGGESTIONS FOR FURTHER 
GOJAJSG CONSIDERATION THE PROBLEM OF ILLEGAL CAPITAL 
FLOWS FROM JAMAICA, THE NEED TO UPDATE OUR EXTRADITION 
TREATY, GOJ DESIRE FOR A FISHERIES AGREEMENT, THE POSSI- 
BILITY OF A TAX TREATY, AND DIFFICULTIES IN THE TRANSIENT 
FARM WORKER PROGRAM. REFERRING TO GOJ EFFORTS TO RE- 
INVIGORATE THEIR TOURIST INDUSTRY, PATTERSON SUGGESTED 
THE USG COULD BE HELPFUL ON THE ISSUES OF PROMOTIONAL 
FARES AND TAX EXEMPTIONS FOR CONVENTIONS HELD ABROAD. 

7. FOLLOW-UP MEETING ON THE SUBJECT OF JOINT ECONOMIC 
TEAMS WAS ATTENDED BY PERMANENT SECRETARIES FRANCIS 
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AND MASON, JAMAICAN DCM STIMPSON, DONOR LION AND OTHER 
STATE AND A.I.D. OFFICERS. IT WAS AGREED THAT THE PURPOSE 
OF A JOINT ECONOMIC TEAM WOULD BE TO ASSESS THE ECONOMIC 
SITUATION IN JAMAICA, BOTH THE IMMEDIATE CRISIS AND LONG- 
TERM DEVELOPMENT NEEDS. THE TEAM WOULD PREPARE RECOMMENDA- 
TIONS ON THE TOTAL AND TYPE OF RESOURCES NEEDED, FROM BOTH 
INTERNAL AND EXTERNAL SOURCES, WITHOUT REFERENCE TO SOURCE 
IN THE FIRST INSTANCE. IT WOULD NOT BE A CASE OF THE 
TEAM'S TRYING SIMPLY TO DEFINE WHAT THE USG CAN DO TO 
ASSIST; RATHER THE TEAM WOULD TAKE INTO ACCOUNT HOW THE 
GOJ PROPOSED TO MEET ITS REQUIREMENTS FROM ALL SOURCES, 
INCLUDING IN THE FIRST INSTANCE GOJ SELF-HELP. THE 
JAMAICANS INDICATED THEY WOULD SUBMIT THEIR PROPOSED 
SCOPE OF WORK FOR THE TEAM WITHIN APPROXIMATELY A WEEK. 

IT WAS AGREED THAT A SMALL ADVANCE GROUP OF THREE OR FOUR 
AMERICAN EXPERTS COULD BE SENT TO KINGSTON IN EARLY 
APRIL - AFTER THE EMERGENCY PRODUCTION PLAN WAS COMPLETED 
AND REVIEWED BY CABINET - TO FURTHER DEFINE THE SCOPE OF 
WORK. DEPENDING UPON THE PRELIMINARY GOJ SCOPE AND THE 
SITUATION AT THAT TIME, THIS ADVANCE TEAM MIGHT INCLUDE 
PERSONNEL WHO WOULD BEGIN THE ACTUAL ASSESSMENT. IT WAS 
HOPED THAT BY THE END OF APRIL, IF ALL WENT WELL, THE 
FULL GOJ/USG TEAM WOULD BE WORKING. IT WAS ALSO AGREED 
THAT IT WOULD BE IMPORTANT FOR THE INTERNATIONAL 
INSTITUTIONS TO KNOW AT AN APPROPRIATE POINT OF THIS 
ACTIVITY. IT WAS AGREED THAT OTHER POTENTIAL DONORS, 

INCLUDING THE INTERNATIONAL FINANCIAL INSTITUTIONS, WOULD 
BE KEPT INFORMED AS WORK PROGRESSED, AND THAT JOINT 
CONSIDERATION WOULD BE GIVEN TO DRAWING THEM INTO THE 
PROCEDURE AT AN EARLY DATE.
